Almost without exception the women who submitted plans have hard 


and soft running water connections in the house as the most important of 
all farm-homo comforts, followed by furnace heat, sewage disposal, and 
electric lighting. Nearly all would have dining room and living rooms sepa- 
rate. 
The majority ai=o seemed to want built-in china closets and book- 


cases, and in some cases cupboards as part of the equipment. Only a few of 
the women seemed to desire a small kitchen—that is, one less than 12 by 14 
feet. Only three suggested 9 by 14 feet or less.

Soldier Writes of Work and Experi­

Dear 
This is the first time I 
have had—or Jiave taken—for letter 
writing in some days. I wrote home, 
and will devot'e the rest of the minutes 
between now and bedtime to a long- 
delayed letter to you. I only just re­ 
turned to my company after being 
away for a month—in a blamed sight 
colder place. 
I had a long and won­ 
derful trip, tlfe details of which I can’t, 
of course, recount. 
Let it be men­ 
tioned» however, that among other 
things I did was sleep in a real steam- 
heated room, with sheets, five electric 
lights, all going at once, and a bath­ 
room. I was a next-door neighbor of 
Hank Wales, of the L N. S., who, I dis­ 
covered, worked in Sacramento, taking 
the Job I left when I went to Panama, 
lie knows you, and I mentioned that I 
did, but didn’t go into any details. My 
trip, my one night of luxury and i£iy 
reversion to the life of the armj^ have 
brought a realization of one thing, 
though:

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Make Peanut Butter at 
Home by Grinding Nuts 
Through a Food Chopper 


Delicious peanut butter—a highly 
nutritious food—may be made at home 
by grinding the roasted nuts in a food 
thopper, according to Miss Flora Mon­ 
roe, director of the cafeteria In the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 
The housew’ife may vary her uses of 
(his food from t*ne cui^tomary use in 
sandwiches. Puddings, soups, breads, 
and cakes are enriched by the use of 
peanut butter. It serves Uoth as short­ 
ening and thickening and adds flavor 
Änd color. 
The true worth of peanut butter has 
never been realized, believes Miss Mon­ 
roe, It has beej) generally considered 
a difiiicult food to digest, and conse­ 
quently has been avoided in the diets. 
When properly masticated it is easily 
digested. 
A prejudice against peanut butter 
is often caused by Ignorance in its use.

The Child's Lunch Basket. 
The filling of a luucli basket for a 
small child Is not an easy task if it Is 
a daily one. For the growing child we 
must not only see that they have food 
for the daily needs of heat and energy 
but for the growth of the frame and 
muscle. The average child is fond of 
peanut butter and a luncheon which 
may be used only in an emergency but 
which is highly nutritious may help 
out in time of stress; this is the col­ 
lege sandwich, two cakes of sweet 
chocolate put together with peanut 
butter. This with an apple or a glass 
of milk will afford a good meal. Baked 
apple with cream,' plain bread and but­ 
ter or bread and butter with a filling 
of a lettuce leaf dipped In French 
dressing or other salad dressing with 
a cupful of cocoa or hot milk is an­ 
other good combination. 
The child’s love for sweets should be 
satisfied as often as possible with a 
date or fig or a little fresh fruit rather 
tlian rich cake or candy. 
Cottage cheése is another wholesome 
food, and when it is mixed with cream 
and well seasoned it is sulTicIently sus­ 
taining to take the place of meat. Two 
slices or more of barley or steamed 
brown bread served with the cottage 
cheese with a banana or an apple will 
be a good lunch. The cheese, if rich 
with cream, may be carried in a small 
paper cup. These paper cups are use­ 
ful for carrying custards of various 
flavors or Jams and Jellies to supply 
the sweet that a child enjoys for des­ 
sert. 
■ Chopped cooked egg, well seasoned 
and spread on buttered bread is a sus­ 
taining sandwich. A small cupful of 
rice pudding or tapioca or sago pud­ 
ding will add variety to the luncheon. 
The best of cakes for little peojile 
are sponge cakes, as they are never 
too rich for them to digest. 
With the sugar saving which we are 
asked to make, frosted cakes and 
fancy filled cakes are not at all com­ 
mon, save on state occasions when a 
blrtliday is to be celebrated.

Saved Ship From Burning. 
To be instrumental in «t<curing tbe in- 


ternment 
of a German chief mate on 


"Th« B«rwind," (or making two desper- 
ate bnt unsuccessful attempts to blow up 
tbe ship, and to be promoted thereafter 
to chief mate, were atnoug tbe recent 
experiences of Horace M. Stewart, Get 
tysburg, wbo landed in New Ycrk from 
Liverpool, and who ie now visiting his 
relatives in Gettysburg. Chief mate Stew 
art, who baa seen eight years of active 
service in tbe merchant marine, also ex- 
perienced a collision with four etearaehips 
whenj.the bow of "The Berwind" was 
smashed ten miles of! the coast of fior 
deaux, France, in a dense fog, and U was 
with extreme difficulty that tbe steam- 
ship reached port. Both incendiary fires 
on board ship occurred at night. One 
was discovered just above the boiler room 
and the other had to do with tbe ignition 
of tbe emoke screen that ie being used by 
Bteamert for protection. The damage was 
not extensive. The chief mate was un- 
der suspicion and when taunted with be- 
ing a German was said to have replied in 
short order, "Of course I'm a German. I 
wouldn't be anything else!" Ou arrival 
"Over .There" naval authorities came 
aboard tbe ship and interred the offend- 
er. ''The Berwind" left New York Au- 
gust 20, and landed after a twenty-clay j 
voyage at Havre, with its convoy cargo 
of supplies and coal for tbe Americans in 
the trenches. 
While no submarines or 


mines were encountered, yet Mr. Stewart 
stated that members of several of the 
Tews of the other nine ships in convoy 
sighted a number of them. "Food ie 
scarce in England," stated Chief Mate j 
Stewart in an interview. 
"But one-half,

As Mr. Simpkins' income was $13 000 


he had to figure out the amounts pay- 
able on each of the successive smaller 
classes of incomes in order to arrive 
at the total due from himself. 
He 


passed over the first class who must 
pay taxes, that is, single men making 
over 1,000. His calculation for mar- 
ried men then showed up as follows: 


First, they pay 2 per cent, (under 


the 1916 law) on all Income over 
$4,000, deducting ,?200 for each of their 
children under eighteen jears. In Mr. 
Simpkins' case this was $212, which he 
put down in the "payable" column. 


He saw next that, under the 1917 


law, married men pay an additional 2 
per cent, on all over $2,000—with the 
same allowance for children. 
This 


added $252 to fiis "payable" column. 


He then observed that for every 


$2,500 jump in his Income over $5,000 
he had to pay a Surtax, the percentage 
growing larger with each jump. This 
was $250 more added to his burden. 
And on top of all this came an "Ex- 
cess Profits" tax of S per cent, on all 
"occupation" income over $G,000, mak- 
ing $720 more. 


The total, then, he must pay was four* 


teen hundred and thirty-four dollars. 


"Whew!" exclaimed Mr. Simpkin 


angrily. "There's young Henry Wil 
kins, who married Jake Johnson's girl 
he makes $2,000 and he doesn't pay 
cent, of taxes 
I guess this is his war 


as well as iwine!"

every afternoon to make bandages for 
the Red Cross and that Henrj% who 
was a lawyer, was aiding the Local 
Draft Board with its questionnaires.

foy, whose income was about $3,000. 


"He only pays $20," commented Mr. 


Simpkins, not quite so angrily this 
time: and then a thought struck him 
and he sat up rigidly in his chair.

submarined with the loss of two hun- 
dred soldiers. 


"Judge Willoughby gave his son to 


America," muttered Mr Simpkins.

Mr. Simpkins gazed nt the portrait 
on the wall till his oyes filled with 
tears.

$2,500 jump in his Income over $5,000 
he had to pay a Surtax, the percentage 
growing larger with each jump. This 
\vas $250 more added to his burden. 
And on top of all this came an “Ex­ 
cess Profits” tax of S per cent, on all 
occupation” income over $6,000, mak- 
$720 more. 
The total, then, he must pay was four' 
teen hundred and thirty-four dollars.

There is fc calf problem in this country and it has not been solved 


by the plea to' the American housewife to stop buying veal. Nor would 
a law stopping the butchering of calves present the solution. 


More calves were slaughtered during the past year than any previous 


year. Thousands upon thousands of young animals capable of being devel- 
oped into goocl beef at a profit were vealed. Millions of pounds of meat 
.were thereby wasted. 
Whether the waste was actual or theoretical, this 


fact stands out and stares us in the face: The present world meat shortage 
might have been considerably alleviated had a wiser policy in the han- 
dling of calves prevailed during ihe past years. 


There are two general kinds of calves and they require totally dif- 


ferent treatment. 
There is no excuse for the slaughter of beef calves 


and there is no justification for the maturing of all dairy calves. The 
problem is to raise all beef calves to maturity and to prevent the waste 
of food by extended feeding of excess dairy calves. It is a waste of food 
to raise dairy calves that are not to be kept for dairy purposes. 
There 


is just as much need for slaughtering excess dairy calves when they reach 
the veal age as there is for encouraging the farmers to mature their beef 
calves. 


It is difficult to discuss calves without touching on baby beef. Baby 


beef is economic from every angle. A great many of the beef calves which 
were sent to the Fort Worth and Kansas City markets during the past 
year were of the type that would pay if matured as baby beef. They aver- 
age around three hundred pounds, and in the hands of capable farmers 
who had the necessary feed available, they could have been made into 
eight hundred to one thousand pound meat animals before they were two 
years old and at less cost than three years olds, because young animals 
will make flesh out of a greater proportion of their feed than will older 
animals.

plants to their capacities, many of 
which have too small a margin to care 
for an excessive ttow of filih. Break- 
downs will occur and the people must 
be prepared to protect themselves by 
bo.iling water for domestic purposes 
upon the first indication of trouble 
with their local water supplies. 


In view of the above, the question 


ought to arise in the people's minds, 
with all the money that is being spent 
in the beautifying of our cities, wheth- 
er or not it would not be wiser to use 
this money for the enlarging and im- 
proving of the purification plants so 
that our waters may be safe, and wait 
a little longer for our boulevards and 
parkways. 
We certainly must use all 


known ways, and where possible, de- 
vise new ones, to protect the health of 
the young population and to conserve 
what we now have from unnecessary 
destruction. 


Washington's Death Was 


Caused From Diphtheria 


According to Physicians 


In most histories it is stated that 


George Washington died from pneu- 
monia or quinsy, but Dr. J. A. Nydeg- 
ger of the United States public health 
service sends to the Medical Record 
a letter written by Dr. Cullen Dick of 
Alexandria, Va., on January 10, 1800, 
which shows that "he undoubtedly 
died of diphtheria." 


The letter recounts the 
circum- 


stances of Washington's last hours, the 
consultations of the physicians in at- 
tendance, of whom Doctor Dick, the 
writer of the letter, was one, and tells 
how Dick urged that the sufferer's 
trachea (windpipe) be cut open so as 
to permit him to breathe. The other 
doctors would not consent to this. 
They had bled their august patient in 
vain, and would not even give a name 
to tho disease from which he was dy- 
ing. 
It appears that Doctor Dick was 


reluctant to acknowledge that there 
had boon an outbreak of croup in 
Alexandria, and ho would use only the 
term "inflammatory quinsy" for that 
with which Washington was afflicted. 


Doctor Dick's description of the dis- 


onse, to which he proposed to give the 
name "cynanche laryngea," was one of 
diphtheria; he did not use that word 
perhaps because it had not yet been 
invented.

all due delicacy informed that these 
be good rules to follow. 


"Too often I've seen the middle-aged 


woman lose track of herself, as it were, 
when she is employed, and I know em- 
ployers put up with her just so long 
and then she is dismissed. 


"Men like a neat woman in an of- 


fice. She need not be a raving beauty 
if only she be neat and prepossessing. 
And she need nt>t think ftiat a bit of 
cosmetic, a bit of powder or a good 
cream are only the young woman's pre- 
rogative. The older woman needs to 
look well and must see to it that she 
does. 


"But most of all, the middle-aged

the food administration, the United 
States department of agriculture is 
making a direct appeal to every family 
to produce-food in so far as it can. 


J. W. Kinghorne of tho federal de- 


partment of agriculture is in charge of 
the middle Western states in the gov- 
ernment's 
nationwide campaign to 


stimulate 
poultry 
production, with 


headquarters in Chicago. 


In an interview Mr. Kinghorne madr 


the following statement outlining tin- 
nation's needs and the big aid city and 
suburban dwellers can give in supply- 
ing them: 


"In hundreds of air.munil.ion plants 


in various parts of our country skilled 
mechanics are working day and night, 
turning out shells to pave the way for 
democracy. 


"Contrast this with the possibility of 


every city and suburban family that 
has. the available ground establishing 
another form of munition plant to pro- 
duce shells filled with a most valuable 
and nutritious food. In other words, 
producing eggs. 


"The part that the American hen 


can play in winning this war can Im- 
materially increased by the establish- 
ment of thousands of backyard poultry 
plants all over this country. 
That 


"food will win the war" is brought be- 
fore our attention daily, and the rea- 
son why food can and will play such an 
important part is because it is just as 
necessary and important as ammuni- 
tion to obtain ultimate victory. 


"That poultry and eggs can be pro- 


duced more quickly and by a larger 
number of people than any other form 
of animal food is the all-important rea- 
son why Uncle Sam is making a na- 
tional effort and a strong appeal to 
every city and suburban dweller to 
produce poultry, and especially eggs. 


"The equipment for such an enter- 


prise need not be large or costly. A 
lot 25x30 feet is ample to accommodate 
a flock of twelve to twenty-five hens, 
which should produce sufficient eggs; 
for tho average family. By building a 
simply constructed poultry house out 
of dry goods or piano boxes, and sup- 
plementing the regular feeds with 
table scraps, eggs can be produced at 
but little cost. 
Thus the backyard 


flock will not only help in reducing the 
cost of living and make possible strict- 
ly fresh eggs, but at the same time it 
will fill a national need as a source of 
food production." 


Clinton, Okla.—Captured by a hostile 


baud of Cheyennes sixty-four vears 
ago. White Horse, a Pawnee Indian 
woman, has just died here, still a pris- 
oner, although recognized as a member 
of the Cheyenne tribe. No effort was 
ever made at a formal exchange of 
prisoners between the two tribes. She 
outlived two Cheyenne husbands. 


At the time of the capture the Chey- 


ennes were on the warpath, roving the 
plains near Omaha, Neb. They met a 
band of Pawnees who were out on a 
buffalo hunt and a battle followed. The 
Cheyennes were victorious. 


Among the dead the Cheyenne war- 


riors found a little Pawnee girl. T\\o 
of the braves were about to kill her 
when Chief Heap-of-P.irds intervened. 
"Wait, let me look at her," tribal tradi- 
tion quotes him. The Indians laid down 
their tomahawks and permitted llead- 
of-Birds to examine the child. "Don't 
kill her, she has teeth, she can eat," 
the chief continued. "She is t\\o years 
old." 
So the Cheyenne chief adopted 


the child.

distance from the battlefield Curly 
Hair, a brother of lloap-of-IJirds, sang 
the song of victory with his mighty 
voice, and while he sang lie made a 
necklace. "This necklace shall be for 
my little sister," he sang.

There is ti calf problem in this country and it has not been solved 
by the plea td the American hojisewife to stop buying veal. Nor would 
a law stopping the butchering of calves present the solution. 
Jlore calves Avere slaughtered during the past year than any previous 
year. Thousands upon thousands of young animals capable of being devel­ 
oped into gooS beef at a profit were vealed. Millions of pounds of meat 
. were thereby wasted. "Whether the waste was actual or theoretical, this 
fact stands out and stares us in the face: The present world meat shortage 
might have been considerably alloviated had a wiser policy in the han­ 
dling of calves prevailed during the past years. 
There are two general kinds of calves and they require totally dif­ 
ferent treatment. 
There is no excuse for the slaughter of beef calves 
and there is no justification for the maturing of all dairy calves. The 
problem is to raise all beef calves to maturity and to prevent the waste 
of food by extended feeding of excess dairy calves. It is a waste of food 
to raise dairy calves that are not to be kept for dairy purposes. There 
is just as much need for slaughtering excess dairy calves when they reach 
the veal age as there is for encouraging the farmers to mature their beef 
calves. 
It is difiicult to discuss calves without touching on baby beef. Baby 
beef is economic from every angle. A great many of the beef calves which 
were sent to the Fort Worth and Kansas City markets during the past 
year were of the type that would pay if matured as baby beef. They aver­ 
age around three hundred pounds, and in the hands of capable farmers 
who had the necessary feed available, they could have been made into 
eight hundred to one thousand pound meat animals before they were two 
years old and at less cost than three years olds, because young animals 
will make flesh out of a greater proportion of their feed than will older 
animals. 


Spring Typhoid

The news of the loss of our trnns- 
port reminds us of the way in which 
we are to be robbed of our young 
people during this war and should 
awaken us, who 
remain at home, 
to the necessity of 
guarding our lives 
a n d 
protecting 
ourselves against 
disasters no less 
dangerous. 
From 
now on tyi)hoid 
must bo carefully 
watchcd as an en­ 
emy. 
Old winter has 
stored the filth of 
the season on our 
hillsides and along 
the banks of the streams. 
With the 
melting of the snow and ice In the 
spring, all of this filth will be washed 
into the streams and carried to our 
waterworks. 
This will test the filter 
plants to their capacities, many of 
which have too small a margin to care 
for an exce.ssive flow of filth. Break­ 
downs will occur and the people must 
be prepared to protect themselves by 
bojling water for domestic ijurposes 
upon the first indication of trouble 
with their local water supplies. 
In view of the above, the question 
ought to arise in the people’s minds, 
with all the money that is being spent 
in the beautifying of our cities, wheth­ 
er or not it would not be wiser to use 
this money for the enlarging and im­ 
proving of the purification plants so' 
that our waters may be safe, and wait 
a little longer for our boulevards and 
parkways. We certainly must use all 
known waj^s, and where possible, de­ 
vise new ones, to protect the health of 
the young popylatlon and to conserve 
what we now have from unnecessary 
destruction. 


Washington’s Death Was 
Caused From Diphtheria 
According to Physicians 


In most histories it is stated that 
George Washington died from pneu­ 
monia or quinsy, but Dr. J. A. Nydeg- 
ger of the United States public health 
j service sends to the Medical Record 
a letter written by Dr. Cullen Dick of 
Alexandria, Va., on January 10, 1800, 
which shows that “he undoubtedly 
died of diphtheria.** 
The letter recounts the 
circum­ 
stances of Washington’s last hours, the 
consultations of the physicians in at­ 
tendance, of whom Doctor Dick, the 
writer of the letter, was one, and tells 
how Dick urged that the suilerer’s 
trachea (windpipe) be cut open so as 
to permit him to breathe. The other 
doctors would not consent to this. 
They had bled their august patient in 
vain, and would not even give a name 
to the disease from which he was dy­ 
ing. It appears that Doctor Dick was 
reluctant to acknowledge that there 
had been an outbreak of croup in 
Alexandria, and he would use only the 
terra “inflammatory quinsy’* for that 
with which Washington was afllicted. 
Doctor Dick’s description of the dis­ 
ease, to which he proposed to give the 
name “cynanche laryngea,” was one of 
diphtheria; he did not use that word 
perhaps because it had not yet been 
invented.

American Soldiers Buried 
in Special Cemeteries in 
France, Each Grave Marked 


Word having come from Washing­ 
ton that a new organization was be­ 
ing formed, known as the Purple 
Cross association, a body of undertak­ 
ers who are anxious to go to France 
to as.sume charge of the bodies of the 
dead, the actual arrangements of the 
army are worth mentioning, writes a 
war corre.spondent. 
The new as.sociation Mishes to be al­ 
lowed to follow the troops to the front 
line to receive the body of every man 
^who is killed or dies from natural 
causes and after embalming it, ship 
It back to the States. 
This arrange­ 
ment is iriipractlcal, as It would mean 
that many ships probably \vould be 
needed for this work. 
The American expeditionary force 
Jias a grave registration service, which 
is a division in the chief quartermas­ 
ter’s department. 
At the head of this 
department is a major of the regular 
army, who is responsible for the i^rop- 
er burial of'the American soldiers who 
die in France and for the registration 
and marking of their graves. 
Two officers and 50 men in each di­ 
vision 
do 
this 
work, 
and 
theso 
units will be increased later on. Two 


â merlcan cemeteries have already been 
id out in France a;id several .smaller 
ones have been plotted nearer the 
front. 
Each grave Is marked with an 
iron marker and in each is deposited 
the .soldier with proper identification. 
In addition photographs and descrip­ 
tion * of the spot are made and sent 
tp the 
j*elative3 at home.

Clinton, Okla,—Captured by a hostile 
band of Cheyennes sixty-four ,vears 
ago, White Horse, a l^awnee Indian 
woman, has Just died here, still a pris­ 
oner, although recognized as a member 
of the Cheyenne tribe. No eilort was 
ever made at a formal exchange of 
prisoners between the two tribes. She 
outlived two Cheyenne husbands. 
At the time of the capture the Chey­ 
ennes were on the warpath, roving tho 
plains near Omaha, Neb. They met a 
band of Pawnees M’ho were out on a 
buiYalo hunt and a battle followed. The 
Cheyennes were victorious. 
Among the dead tho Cheyenne war­ 
riors found a little I’awnee girl. Two 
of the braves were about to kill her 
when Chief rieap-of-Birds intervened. 
“Wait, let me look at her,” tribal tradi­ 
tion quotes him. The Indians laid down 
their tomahawks and permitted llead- 
of-Birds to examine the child. “Don’t 
kill her, she has teeth, she can eat,” 
the chief continued. “She is two years 
ohl.”

teaspoonfuls of baking powder, then 
add three-fourths of a cupful of milk, 
two well-beaten eggs, three tablespoon- 
fuls of melted shortening, mix and 
beat well, then pour into buttered 
muffin pans and bake twenty minutes. 


Coconut Indian Pudd'ng.—Mix to- 


gether 
one tablespoonful of 
fresh 


grated coconut, two tablespoonfuls of 
Indian meal, one tablespoonful of min- 
ute tapioca, one-half cupful of molas- 
ses, one-fourth of a cupful of sugar, 
one tablespoonful of shortening, one 
quart of milk and salt to taste. Pour 
into a buttered dish and bake two 
hours. Serve hot with cream. 


Fig and Nut Pudding.—Stir a half 


teaspoonful of salt into two cupfuls 
of boiling water, add a half cupful of 
sugar and stir in enough graham flour 
to make a mush. 
Cook a half hour, 


then add a half cupful of chopped figs 
and a few finely chopped Brazil nuts. 
Serve with whipped cream. 
This is 


an emergency pudding which will be 
good enough to try again. Raisins or 
dates may be substituted for figs and 
other nuts may be used if desired.

Valuable New Cement. 


A Vienna metal cement or solder, 


supplied commercially in small cylin- 
ders, is described as a copper amalgam, 
amount of niercurous nitrate and wa- 
ter, a mixture of seven parts of mer- 
cury with three parts of powdery cop- 
per precipitated from sulphate solu- 
tion by zinc. When applied, the amal- 
gam and the metal parts to be united 
are heated to^ISO or 190 degrees F. 
Aside fiom its use as a cement, the 
amalgam is stated to be an easily work- 
ed composition for various uses, as it 
can be hammered, rolled, shaped under 
a die, or softened in boiling water suf- 
ficiently for making casts, nud it take* 
a good polish.

Rabbit Fricassee.—A young rabbit is 


the only kind to use for such a dish. 
After carefully dressing it cut it up 
in serving-sized pieces or into quar- 
ters and eighths. 
Roll in highly sea- 


soned flour and brown in a little hot 
chicken fat, then simmer until tender 
and when nearly cooked add cream or 
rich milk. Cook until a nice gravy is 
formed, then serve hot with mashed 
potatoes. 


Rabbit With Carrots.—Prepare the 


rabbit as for a fricassee, ^ and when 
browned add a quart or less of finely 
shredded carrots cut in matchlike 
pieces with a small chopped onion and 
plenty of seasoning; add water to sim- 
mer and let cook slowly in a frying 
pan on the back of the stove or in a 
casserole two or three hours.

FLOUR SUPPLY REPORTS 


Ml Householders Must Report Flour Supply at Once—Card 


Printed In Newspapers Must be Used, 


All householders In Pennsylvania have been ordered 
by the 
United 


States Food Administration to report the quantity of flour in their poa- 
session on a flour supply card issued by the Federal Food Administrator 
for this County and printed below in this paper. 
The card will not ba 


issued in other form than that found printed in the newspapers so that 
if you are affected by the order you must cut out the clipping and mail it 
to the Federal Food Administrator for your County. 


The following statement was issued by Mr. Heinz, Federal Food Ad- 


miniFtrator for Pennsylvania, in commenting on the above rule: 


"The flour supply card issued by the Food Administration is the first 


step in a campaign to Qearn how much wheat Hour is stored away in the 
homes. 
Householders are given the opportunity to report on the flour 


supply card the number in their households, the amount of wheat flour on 
hand (including whole wheat and graham flour) and the amount they 
consider their thirty days' requirement. 
Those who fail to report will 


run the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding—$5000 fine and 
two years' imprisonment or both. If any persons fail to report, the Food 
Administration can promise them no leniency, if found guilty of hoarding. 


"By directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup- 


ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May. June or July 
-.ve find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands of tons

FLOUR SUPPLY REPORTS 


All Householders Must Report Flour Supply at Once 
Printed in Newspapers Kust be Used. 
Card 


All householdsr« in Pennsylvania have been orderoà 
by the 
United 
Slates Pood Administration to report the quantity of flour In their poä- 
session on a flour supply card issued by the Federal Food Administrator 
for this County and printed below In this paper. 
The card will not bo 
issued in other form Uian that found printed In the newspapers so that 
if you are affected by the order you must cut out the clipping and mail It 
to th<? Federal Pood Administrator for your County. 
The following statement w at issued by Mr. Heinz, Federal Food Ad- 
mlni.'^trator for Pennsylvania, in commenting on tho above rule: 
“The flour supply card is.sued by tho Food Administration is the first 
step in a campaign to ûearn how much wheat flour is stored away in the 
homes. 
Householders are given the opportunity to report on the flour 
supply cord the number In tlielr households, the amount of wheat flour on 
band (including whole wheat and graham flour) and tho amount they 
consider their thirty days’ requirement. 
Those who fall to report will 
nm the risk of prosecution and the penalty for hoarding—$5000 fine and 
two years’ imprisonment or both. 
If any persons fall to report, the Pood 
Administration can promise them no leniency, if found guilty of hoarding. 
“By directing the public to state their flour holdings on the flour sup­ 
ply card the Food Administration is taking the step necessary to prevent 
a possible flour famine. Hoarders hasten famine. If next May, June or July 
•.ve find ourselves without wheat flour, it will be because thousands of tons 
fire stored away In cellars by unpatriotic householders who banish any cm- 
sidération of the soldiers in their greed to have their own desire satis­ 
fied. 
The flour supply card is a government action which will meet with 
;he approval of all those who have taken the time to study food conditions 
abroad and who know therefore that food Is probably tho foremost factor 
in winning the war."
